Gladstono Declines the Proferred 
Honor of Being Eaised to 
the Peerage.

Edmund Yates' Gossip About the 
Political Situation— The Swift- 
est Vessel Afloat. 



New York, March 6. — Edmund Yates, 
in his lettor to tho Tribune, siys : 

Tho Queen has offered Mr. Gladstone an 
earldom either for himself or for his wife, 
but ho dcolined any auoh honor, desiring in 
this matter, as ho informed Hor Majesty, to 
follow tho examplo of hia political master, 
Sir Robort Peel, who refusod similar dis- 
tinctions in 185G, and they wero again de- 
olined by Lady Peel in 1850, after her hus- 
band's death. 

Hor Majesty proposes to leavo Windsor 
for Florence next Tuesdi.y afternoon. The 
Queen intends to reside at Florence for 
noarly live weeks, then she will proceed to 
Cobourg for a Btay of about nino days, ro- 
turniag from that placo direct to London. 
Her Majesty is expeoted to arrivo at Wind- 
sor Castle from tho Continent on April 28. 

The Queen was asked to purchase tho 
necklace, earrings and brooch in tho Isling- 
ton colltction of joweis which hud belonged 
to Mary Queen of Soots, but Her Majesty 
declined, as Queen Mary is not ono of her 
favorites. Somo time ago a fino portrait of 
(Jharles II camo into tho market, and the 
Quoon was urgently requested to buy it for 
tho royal collection at Windsor Castle. Her 
MajeBty refused, and then an elaborate 
memorandum was sent to tho palace, in 
which the reasons for buying the pioture 
woro enumerated. Ultimately tho Queen 
docidod to purchaso tho work, and thus 
endorsed the memorandum. "I consent, 
but with great reluctance, for I don't like 
CharleBlI." 

It would almoat seem as if tho much de- 
siderated days when tho prime minister 
owned a favorite for tho Derby, and tho 
leader of the opposition bred the prizi ox, 
wero roturning. At tho prosont moment 
tho owner of tho favorite for tho Derby is 
primo minister of England, and if all goes 
well tB likely to be returned the winnor. 

Mr. Yarrow ib to be congratulated upon 
his moat recent achievement. He has con- 
structed a vessel capable of steaming 28 
knots in an hour, which is considerably in 
excess of tho speed attained by the fastest 
trains between, Bay, London and Hastings, 
or Portsmouth. Tho highest speod hitherto 
attained is 27 knots. 

Mr. Gladstone's resignation haa causod a 
flutter in every political dovocoto, but 
among tho Anti-Pamollite M.P.'s its effect 
has been little Bhort of consternation. If the 
grand old man bo tho apoatio of home rule, 
John Morley is its prophet, and to lose both 
at ono stroke is a grievous blow to them. 
Their suggestion that Horbort Gladstone 
Bhould succeed Mr. Morley in the Irish oftise 
sufficiently indicates tho demoralization the 
ovent has produced. Fancy tho home rule 
bill passod by tho House of Commons with 
Sir William Harcourt us leador of the Houbo 
and Herbert Gladstone as chief secretary for 
Ireland. Tho proposition is a frantic effort 
to retain a hold thus iudirectly upon the 
voteran champion of thoir discredited cause, 
who has so cgregiously sold them by with- 
drawing from oilica. 

A well known mombor of tho House of 
Commons, I hear, entertained 25 Radical 
members at dinner a few nights ago, when 
they ono and all pledged themselves to join 
the opposition in a vote of want of confi- 
dot;co if any peer was made primo minister 
and then, having turned out tho govern- 
ment, they would consolidate the Radical 
party quite independently of the present 
organization. Several other Radicals had 
intimated their cordial adherence to tho 
plans of these carousing " stalwarts of tho 
mountain." As the gross majority of the 
government ia only 38, it is quito clear that 
the Radical stalwarts aro masters of the 
Bituution if thoy hold together, and thoy 
have deliberately decided to take a stand or 
lot tho party fall, on the principle that tho 
primo minister must bo a member of tho 
Houao of Commons. However, tho Radical 
bark has hitherto been a groat deal worse 
than tho bite, and no doubt the gasconading 
will end in a collapse, 



SEAL PROTECTION, 



Report That the British Government 
Wants a ModiJicatiou ot Pro- 
posed Regulations. 



Their Enforcement Would Seriously 
Injure Canadian Interests— No 
Concession Yet Granted. 



WASHINGTON, March G — Thoro is under- 
stood to bo a hitch in tho negotiations be- 
tween this country and Great Britain look- 
ing to an enforcement of tho decree of tho 
Paris tribunal, relative to the protection of 
seals in Behring Soa. It is learned that 
tho British government is dissatisfied with 
tho regulations adopted by tho Paris arbi- 
trators, and iB now seeking to seouro their 
nndiQcition. ThoBoason begins on May 1, 
and it is important, thorcfore, that Bomo 
agreomont should soon bo reached as to tho 
instruotiona to bo given to tho oommundors 
of tho United States and British ships 
which will cruiso in Behring Sea from that 
date until July 31. 

UulesH the British government shown a 
mure prompt disiro to execute tho findings 
of tho Paris arbitrators than it has Bhown 
up to tho present time, thero may bo Eome 
delay in getting tho patrol veasolo to tho 
scaling grounda in duo season. 

Sir Julian Paunccfotc, the British am- 
bassador, is understood to oontend that the 
regulations suggested by tho Paris tribunal 
uro unduly sovero iu prosoribing tho length 
of tho closed Bcason aud tho oxtont of tho 
prohibited zouo. 

With reepect to tho construotiou of tho 
regulations, thero is no Immediate prospoot 
of an agreement being readied botween 
8ocrotary Grosham and Sir Julian Pauuco- 
fote. Relative to tho claim of Great 
Britain that tho duration of the 
oloBed BeaBon is too groat and that the 
territory in which sealers aro prohibited 



from entering is too large, state department 
officials contend that the matter is not one 
for discussion, as tho restrictions imposod 
woro framed by the arbitrators, to whom, 
by the mutual agreement of tho United 
States and Great Britain, tho whole ques- 
tion of tho rights of both countries was sub- 
mitted. 

It is urged on Sir Julian Pauncefote's part 
that a Btrict enforcement of tho arbitrators' 
regulations will seriously injure tho Cana- 
dian sealers' interests ; also that a reduc- 
tion in tho seal catoh will have a depressing 
effect upon an important industry in Eng- 
land, namely, tho preparation of tho soal- 
skiiiB for the markot, 

Whether or not Sir Julian Pauncofolo's 
diplomacy will win Secretary Grcaham to 
the Engliah point of view remaina to be 
seen. It was said at tho state department 
to day that so far no concessions requested 
by England havo been granted and no action 
looking to auoh an end was contemplated. 

ROSEBEBY PREMIER. 



Ho Takes Possession of th>3 Offices 
Occupied by Gladstone— Labouch- 
ere Unreconciled. 



Important Speech by tho Duko of 
Devonshire— Tribute to 
Gladstone. 



London', March G. — Tho effices oocupied 
by Mr. Gladstone as Premier wero formally 
taken possession of by Lord Rosobory this 
afternoon. The new Premior was cordially 
greeted by tho retiring Prime Minister upon 
hie arrival at the rooms in the official resi- 
dence in Downing street. 

The Duke of Devonshire, in tho courso of 
his speeoh at Yeovillo, this evening, refer- 
ring to Mr. Gladstone's retirement, said 
that it was a source of great satisfaction 
that, iu spite of bis ago and infirmity, Mr. 
Gladstone had not outstayod his parliament- 
ary reputation. Tho imago presented by 
Mr, Gladstone would never bo impaired ; 
his pioture would never be efi'aeod. He had 
passed from the scene in the plenitude of 
hia strength and greatness, and neither for 
good nor for evil could his placo bo filled. 
Ho had left to hia suocessor a legacy of un- 
settled questions. One of theso ques- 
tions was Home Rule, which would hang as 
mill-stone around the neck of his 
party for many years. In his last speech he 
had imposed a new burden upon his party 
— tho quarrel with tho House of Lords. Tho 
only real ground for the quarrel 
with the Lords was tho rejection 
of the Homo Rule Bill. The other 
grounds alleged were absurd and 
the Earl of Rosebery would not take them. 
If the Government would be inclined to 
hang up Homo Rule, continued tho Bpoaker, 
the Liberal- Unionists would bo in no hurry 
to displace them. But the Liberal- 
Unionists would bo uncompromising 
in their opposition to Home Rule 
especially if tho Government attomptcd to 
pass n gerrymandering registration bill ; 
otherwise they contemplated no factioud 
opposition to Lord Rosebery, who, thero 
waa no reaaon to believe, was indifferent to 
tho intorosts, honor and greatness of Eng- 
land at homo and abroad. 

When tho Houao of Commons reassembles 
Mr. Labouchoro will move on amendment 
to the address in reply to tho speeoh from 
tho throne, demanding the introduction of 
a bill confirming the legislation of tho 
House of Commons, prayinc that, in tho 
case of bills rejected by tho Houao of Lords, 
tho Royal aaaent bo given after the bills 
have again been paaood by the Houao of 
Commons. 

John Redmond, loader of tho Parnollites, 
will move an amendment to tho address in 
favor of granting amnesty to tho imprisoned 
dynamiters. 

Tho Daily News says that Mr. Gladstone 
offered a pcorago to Mr. Armistead, whoso 
guest ho waa at Biarritz, und that Mr. 
Armistead declined tho honor. 

Henry Labouchere, in Truth, disavows 
confidenco in the now Promicr, but says 
that nevertheless ho is willing to support 
ony sound moaBuro proposed by tho Govern- 
ment. He doubts whether Lord Rosebery is 
prepared for a sufficiently drastic treatment 
of the House of Lord-- "If a satisfactory 
assurance does not appear in the Queen's 
Speech," ho says, "the Radicals must make 
a stand. The difficulty might bo settled 
by allowing tho peera to seek election to tho 
Houso of Commons."

Report of Department of Indian 
Affairs a Satisfactory and En- 
couraging Document. 



Ottawa's Oldest Inhabitant Dead- 
Sensational Report Denied— Sup- 
erintendent of Quarantines.

Ottawa, March G.— Tho annual report of 
tho Department of Indian Affairs for tho 
paBt year chronicles another yoar of peace 
and contentment among tho Indians of the 
Dominion. Although tho winter of 1892 93 
was one of unusual severity, no great suffer- 
ing ensued. The health of tho Indiana was 
good. Tho total number of Indian day 
schools in the Dominion is 2G9, and of 
boarding and industrial schools 39. 

Dr. Montizambert, medical superintend- 
ent at Grosse Isle, has been appointed gen- 
eral superintendent of all tho Canadian 
quarantines.

PRESBYTERY "oF VICTORIA, 



The First Day of the March Meeting 
Devoted Almost Exclusively to 
Routine Business. 



Sunday Work at the Esquimau Dock 
the Subject of Petition to 
Ottawa. 



The March meeting of tho Preabytory of 
Victoria opened yesterday afternoon, at 2 
o'clock, in the school room of St. Andrew's 
church. Thoro were present : Rovs. Dr. 
Campbell, A B. Winchester, T. H. Rogers 
(Wellington), D. A. Maorao (Nanaimo), 
Alexander Tait (Comox), D. MacRae 
and P. MoF. Macleod, with Mr. J, F. 
Bothuue. Rev. Joaeph Hamilton of Taooma, 
waa also in attendance, and was invited to 
sit with the Preabytory. Hia application to 
bo received as » minister of the' Presbyterian 
Church of Canada waa the first item of busi- 
ness doalt with, it being agreed to recom- 
mend the application favorably to tho Gen- 
eral Assembly. Rav. Dr. Hamilton iB at 
present a minister of tho American Presby- 
terian Church. 

Communications from the secretary ol the 
General Assembly's Foreign Mission com- 
mittee, in relation to tho work among the 
Chinese and Indians, were received and 
tabled for future aotion. Rov. A. B. V\ in- 
chester submitted a report on Sunday ob- 
servance, recommending among other things 
that the attention of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment be directed to tho undeBirability of 
Sabbath work at the Esquimalt graving 
dock. 

Tho evening session of tho Presbytery was 
devoted almost exclusively to routine busi- 
ness. Tho committee on tho reception of 
Rev. Dr. Hamilton from the American 
Presbyterian church reported with the re- 
commendation that the requisite application 
bo made to the General ABsembly. 

Rev. Mr Winchester presented the re- 
port of the Committee on Foreign Missions, 
showing that gratifying progress has been 
made and is being made, in connection with 
tho work among tho Chiueso in Victoria 
ar.d on the Mainland, and also in the Indian 
misaion at Alberni. The report was received 
and adopted. 

A report on temperance work, presented 
by Mr. Bsthune, was also received and 
adopted. 

Tho matter of prescribing a special courao 
of atudy for Mr. Coleman, aasislant to Rev. 
Mr. Winchester, waa deferred until tho 
next sitting of tho Presbytery (this. morn- 
ing), when Mr. Coloman will bo able to bo 
present.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Violent Fluctuations In American Sugar— The

With But Few Gains. 

New York, March 0.— Rarely, if ever, in 
the history of tho Stock Exchange have 
thoro been suoh violont fluctuations in a 
stock as were witnessed in Amorican Sugar 
during tho first hour of businoss to-day. At 
the start there was a deolino of about 2 
points to 88, following which a rieo of 12 
points to 100 took place. Then in Iosb time 
than it takes to toll it, tho stock Bold down 
to 91 and back to 95i£. Reasons innumer- 
able were given for the sensational ohangos. 
Ic was said tint Wa hington and local 
"bears" had been alarmed by tho placing of 
a big buying order oud rushed in to cover, 
which resulted in the phcnominal riso 
already notod. Others had it that 
tho rieo waa tho rosult of pool 
buying. Jim Koene was credited with 
having tho management of this latest 
combination. Tho subsequent collapse to 
Q0\ was said to be duo to the fact that tho 
big "bears" in the Btock had been com- 



pelled to make a private settlement at 100. 
Of course, with the elimination of the 
short interest, there was no longer any 
reason to Bupport the prioe, and buying 
orders were withdrawn with the _ result 
notod. Tho closing transactions in the 
stook were at 90J, a gain for the day of 
only J per oent. The dealings In the Btook 
footed up 107,700 shares, out of a grand 
total of 351,582. Naturally, the "bears" 
in the other Issuoa were much alarmed, 
early in the day, because of the riae in 
sugar, and made fruntio efforts to cover. 
Their purchases brought about an advanoe 
of i to 1J per cent. Chicago Gas and 
Western Union led, the Grangers figuring 
prominently in the improvement. Lite in 
tho day an attack waa made on thoGrangerB, 
St. Taul selling down to G0£, and Burling- 
ton & Quincy to 74J, Rhode Island to 69j, 
and Northwest to 104^. The Bellors of 
these stocks displayed uuuaual confidence, 
and one broker sold fully 7,000 shares of St. 
Paul alono. Chicago Gas waa another 
favorite of the sellerB and deolined to 64|. 
The result of this attack was a very irregu- 
lar closing, with everybody watching for 
further developments in tho Sugar deal.

London, Maroh 6.— Mr. Gladstone yes 
terday wrote to Lord Rosebery congratulat 
ing him upon his accession to the premier- 
ship. In Mb letter Mr. Gladstone promised 
to aid the new prime minister whenever his 
assistance was asked. It is understood that 
Lord Rosebery's communication to Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt has resulted in the 
latter consenting to retain his position as 
chancellor of the exchequer and to accept 
the government leadership in the House of 
Commons. Lord Rosebery was busily en- 
gaged all day. Herbert Asquith, home 
secretary, and Earl Spencer, first lord of the 
admiralty, visited him and remained for 
some time. Afterwards Lord RoBebory 
called upon tho Earl of Kimberley and 
offered hiin the poBt of foreign secretary 
Lord Rosebery has been the recipiont of 
mauy congratulatory letters and dispatches 
Among those who telegraphed wero tho 
Prince and Princess of VVales. 

Hundreds of letters and telegrams ox 
pressing regret because of his retirement 
from office wero received by Mr. Gladstone. 
The ex-prime minister attended church 
twice on Sunday. He looked remarkably 
well. Mrs. Gladstone has not yot entirely 
recovered from her recent indisposition. 
The Nationalists propose to present Mr. 
Gladstone an address in recognition of his 
great services in the Irish cause. The 
Bpeech from tho throne proroguing Parlia- 
ment is the last official document prepared 
by Mr. Gladstone. 

Prime Minister Lord Rosebery held his 
first Cabinet Council yesterday afternoon. 
All tho Ministers wero present except Mr. 
Asquith and Henry Fowler, President of 
tho Local Government Board. Upon the 
conclusion Lord Rosebery sent a message to 
the Queon submitting the names of the 
members of tho new Cabinet. 

Interviews had to-day by a representative 
of tho Associated Press with members of 
tho House of Commons show that while a 
section of the Radicals continue to strongly 
resent the eolection of Lord RoBebery as Mr. 
Gladstone's successor, there is a large pre- 
ponderance of Liberals who favor accepting 
Lord Rosabory. Mr. Libouchero continues 
to champion tho irreconcilables. Ho hints 
that tho irreconoilablcs will soon find an op- 
portunity to place in a praotical form in the 
House of Commons their objections to tho 
solection of Lord Rosebory.

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LAST YEAR'S LEGISLATION. 

Several Acts Reviewed at Length by 
the Dominion Minister of 
Justice. 



Objections to the Parliament Buildings 
Bill Dealt With-All Acts 
Assented to. 



A very interesting return was presented 
to the house by the Provincial Secretary 
yesterday, being a scries of papers relating 
to the aots passed by tho legislature of 
British Columbia during tho Bes'aion ot 1893, 
and tho action taken upon them by the Do- 
minion authorities. Of the G7 aots, a list of 
whioh is given, 62 were assented to without 
remark, aud with respect to tho othor five, 
also assonted to, there is tho following 
report from Sir John Thompson, Minister of 
Justice : — 

Ottawa, 27th December, 1893. 

To His Excellency Ike Governor-General in 
Council. 

The undersigned has tho honor to report 
upon tho following aots paBsod by the legis- 
lature of the province of British Columbia, 
passed in the 56th year of Her Majesty's 
reign (1893), received by tho Secretary of 
State for Canada on the 28;h day of April, 
1893, aa follows :— 

Chapter 15— "An Aot respecting the 
Public Health."— By section 12 of this chap- 
ter, it is provided that tho Provincial Board 
of Heilth may, subject to tho approval cf 
tho Lieuter.aat-Governor in council, issue 
Buch regulations as the board deems neces- 
sary for tho prevention, treatment, mitiga- 
tion and suppression of disease, and that tho 
board may by such regulations, among other 
thiugs, provide for the inspection ot steam- 
boats and vessels, and tho cleaning, purify- 
ing, ventilating und disinfecting thereof, and 
for dotainiug for such purpose any Bteam- 
boat and vessel, and anything contained 
therein, and any perflon travelling thereby. 

Chapter 30.— "An Act to amend the 
• Municipal Act, 1892.' "—Section 18 pro- 
vides that in every municipality the council 
may make, alter and repeal by-laws for the 
purpose, among others, of regulating, with 
a view of preventing tho Bpread of infectious 
or contagious diseases, tho entry or depar- 
ture of boats or vessels, and tho receiving 
of all passengers or cargoes on board tho 
same. These provisions appear to relate to 
some extent to tho matter of quarantine, 
which comes within tho legislative powers 
BBsigned by " Tho British North America 
act " to parliament, and in respeot of which 
statutes have been enacted by parliament. 
Such provisions cannot, in tho opinion of 
the undersigned, have effeot except as to 
mattors outBide the control of the parlia- 
ment of Canada and within the control^ of 
tho province, as, for example, tho passing 
of boats, vessels, passengers and cargoeB 
from place to place within the province. 
As there is room for their application in 
such matters, tho undersigned would not 
recommend the exercise of the power of diB 
allowance with regard to these statutes. 

Chapter 31. — "An act to provide for tho 
erection of new buildingB for the accommo- 
dation of the provincial legislature and tho 
public departments."— This aot recites 
that it is expedient that new 
buildings should be provided for the 
proper and needful accommodation of the 
provincial legislature and tho departments 
of tho publio service, and that tho buildings 
now in use for Buch purposes are wholly in- 
adequate therefor ; that new buildings can 
be erected at a coBt not exceeding §600,000, 
and that authority should bo given to pledge 
the credit of the province to provide such 
funds ; and it ia enacted that tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in council Bhall have power to 
outhorizo the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works to outer into a contract for tho_ erec- 
tion of such new buildings, tho considera- 
tion money of the contract not to exceed 
6600,000 ; that tho Lieutenant-Governor 
in council may pay and discharge obliga- 
tions arising under such contract, out of 
such of tho surplus moneys forming a por- 
tion of tho consolidated rovenuo fund of tho 
provinco qb may be available therefor ; that 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, in 
addition to all othor moneys authorized to 
be raised or borrowed by any other act of 
tho province, at discretion, borrow or raise 
any Bum of money not exceeding $600,000, 
by tho sale of debentures or otherwise, and 
that all sums bo realized Bhall be paid in 
such manner aa tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council shall preecribo to tho Miniater of 
Finance, aud shall ha deemed to bo surplus 
money forming a portion of the consolidated 
revenue fund of tho provinco, availablo for 
tho purposo of discharging obligations under 
the contract hereinbefore referred to. 

A petition signed by a great number of 
tho inhabitants of the provinc-i has been 
presented to Your Excellency in Council 
objecting to this statute, mainly upon the 
grounds as alleged, that tho proposed ex- 
penditure cannot be justified upon any 
ground lI necessity or - xpediency, and that 
it will involve an addition to tho debt of 
the province which will seriously curtail its 
ability to provide for necessary works of en- 
velopment ; that owing to the rapid in- 
crease in tho population ef certain parts of 
British Columbia since tho opening of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway, tho legislative 
assembly of the province has not been for 
many years representative of the people of 
tho province, and that tho assembly is non- 
representativo to an oxtent entirely sub- 
versive of the priuciplo of responsible gov- 
ernment. The prayer of tho petition is 
not for disallowance of tho act complained 
of, but tho petitioners pray that Your 
Excellency may bo pleased " to veto the 
statuto bo that the same may have no force or 
effect until and unless it bo assented to by a 
majority of tho members of a legislature 
properly representative of tho peoplo of tho 
province." The undersigned caused a copy 
of this petition to be sent to the Attorney- 
General of the provinco for tho purpoBO of 
obtaining the viows of tho provincial gov- 
ernment in regard theroto, and ho has 
received in reply, through tho hon. secre- 
tary of Btate, u copy of a report of a com- 
mittee of tho executivo council of the prov- 
inco, approved by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the province, embodying tho 
report of tho Attorney-General on tho sub- 
ject of the petition. Tho petition, together 
with the report of the executivo council, ;b 
hereunto annexed and made a part of this 
report. The undersigned observes that tho 
various statements set forth in the petition 
are very largoly mot and explained by what 
is Btatod in tho repport of tho executive 
council of tho province. 

Tho undersigned desires to point out that 
thero is no power vested in Your Excellency 
in Council to muko a conditional disallow- 
ance, or to veto, A3 prayed for, or to suspend 
tho operation of a statute, so that tho samo 
may havo no force or effect until and unless 
it bo aasentod to by a majority of tho mem- 
bers of tho legislature constituted differ- 
ently from that which cxiatB. Tho undor- 
signed would furthor obsorvo that tho 
power of veto possessed by Your Excel- 
lency appears to bo tho power of disallow- 
ance reserved by the British North America 
aot, Tho subject of tho enactment com- 



plained of in tho petition is one peculiarly 
for the legislature of the provinco to deal 
with. Tho petitioners declare that for 
want of an aot to redistribute the represen- 
tation of the province, the representation of 
the inhabitants of British Columbia is most 
inadequately provided for, to a do- 
greo whioh is equivalent to a denial 
of the advantages of responsible 
government, and that while tho government 
of the provinoo isaupported byKmojority of 
members of the house of assombly, tho num- 
ber of membors who do not Bupport tho gov- 
ernment represent moro than twice as many 
voters as those who are government sup- 
porters. Theso oomplaints it is impossible 
for Your Excellenoy to pass upon or to re- 
dress. Tho facts on whioh they are based 
are, moreover, in dispute. The romody for 
the several grievances complained of, assum- 
ing them to exist, as alleged, lies with the 
legislature of the provinco. The undersign- 
ed cannot, thoroforo, recommend that the 
power of disallowance should be exorcised 
with respect to this act. 

Chapter 51.— "An aot to incorporate the 
KaBlo eleotrio light, power and water 
works company, limited."— This statute 
purports to givo the company power to 
divert and appropriate so much of tho waters 
of the Kaslo river and its tributaries and 
branches as shall be deemed necessary and 
deairablo for the purposo of supplying the 
inhabitants of tho town of Kaslo, and parts 
adjacent theroto, with an abundant supply 
of water ; also for tho purpose of generating 
oleutricity, and to construct and maintain 
all erections, wires, wheelB, raceways, dams, 
flumes or other works neceeeary for making 
tho water power available. 

Chapter 59.— "An aot to incorporate the 
O oyoos & Okanagan railway company."— 
This company is incorporated for the pur- 
pose, among othors, of constructing and op- 
erating a lino of railway from some point at 
the foot of Okanagan lake, in tho province 
of British Columbia, to a point on the 
Kottlo rivor, at or near the place whoro the 
said river croaseB tho international boun- 
dary for the third time on its oourso to- 
wards the Columbia river, with powor also 
to construct branoh lines, and by tho torms 
of the statuto the company is given power 
at any point whore tho terminus of tho rail- 
way, or any branoh thereof, crosses any 
navigable water, to acquire and hold as its 
own absolute property, piers, docks 
and water lots, and upon tho said water 
lots and in and over the watorB adjoining tho 
same, to build elevators, store-houses, 
engine-houses, BhedB, docks, piers, and 
other Btruoturea for tho ubo of tho Com 
pany, and of tho ateam and other voaaels 
owned, worked and controlled by the com 
pany, or of any other Bteam or other vessels, 
and to colloct wharfage and store charges 
for the use of tho same; also to orect, build 
and maintain all moles, piers, wharves and 
docks neceasary and proper for the protec 
tion of such works, and for the accommoda- 
tion and convenience of vessols entering, 
leaving or lying within tho same, and to 
dredge, deepen and enlarge such works. 
Theso provisions of tho two last mentioned 
statutes, as well as any other proviaions 
thereof whioh are intended to empower the 
respective companies to divert the waters 
or occupy the bed of any river, 
are, in tho opinion of the under- 
signed, ultra vins of the provincial 
legislature so far as they relate to rivers 
which have beeu declared by tho British 
North America act to bo part of tho prop- 
erty of Canada, parliament having the sole 
powor to legislate concerning such property. 
Having regard, however, toother provisions 
whioh aro unobjectionable, the undersigned 
does not deem it advisable to recommend 
the disallowanco of either of those statutes. 
Any question which may bo raised as to 
their validity may conveniently be left to 
bo determined by tho courts. 

The undersigned, thereforo, recommends 
that the several acta mentioned in this re- 
port bo loft to their operation. Tho under- 
signed further recommenda that, if this 
report bo approved, a copy of tho same be 
sent to the Lieutenant-Governor of tho 
provinco, for his information.

ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT. 

To THE Editor: — Seeing the olectric 
expert's criticisms and recommendation in 
tho Times of the 5th inst, I would liko to 
make some remarks. The olootrio dynamos 
are all right and could bo used again j the 
engine is too small; tho wholo plant is in 
baa Bhapo and unsuitcd to a city like Vic- 
toria. What we do want is a location on 
tho oily front or harbor, so that coal can be 
landed without extra handling right in 
front of tho boilers, and where salt water 
cun bo had for condensing purposes. There 
aro many good places on which to p"t 
a power house on the water front, so that 
there is not so mucli wiro required, nor is 
the loss so great ia transmission. 

What wo want most is not a plant of 150 
horso powor as tho old one develops about 
120. What we do want is a 300 horso 
power Cross compound Coilifa engine 
with jet condenser and heater, 
us not to uio tho old feed 
water ovor again, which insures longer life 
to the boilers;, the fresh water consumption 
being very light would cost the city noth- 
ing. Further, wo want three 100 horse- 
power boilers, as they are rated with com- 
pound, not ordinary engines, theso boilers 
to work with 125 pounds of steam. In this 
caso two boi'ers aro only neccssaiy at a 
time, and one can be inspected and kept 
clean. 

This plant would be first-class and econo- 
mical, consuming not moro than two pouuds 
of coal per horso power per hour. Now, 
ono lamp takes about three quarters horso 
power, so it can easily be seen what tho coBt 
of fuel would bo with 300 lamps, or oven 
more, which would not bo too much for a 
city liko Victoria. Besides tho wholo of 
tho machinery can be made in this city, 
whoro tho taxpayers livo who support it.

AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT. 

It is to bo hoped that tho City Council 
will see its way clear to extend a helping 
hand to tho Jubileo Hospital. It is evident 
that the city must have a hospital of somo 
kind. Its sick and those who aro the vio 
tims of acoidentB need good and proper 
accommodation and tho most skilful attend 
anco that can be procured. There aro ninny 
besides destitute persons who, when they 
aro dangerously ill, require tho accommo- 
dation and professional skill that they can 
not obtain in their homes. 

The simple truth is, a public hospital is a 
nocossity to a city of tho aiza of Victoria 
Its inhabitants cannot do without it. Tho 
doors of tho Jubilee Hospital are opon to 
all. The citizens of Victoria avail them 
solves of it largely. The majority of tho 
city patients aro unable to pay any 
thing to tho funds of tho institution. 
Thoy must bo attended to. It is not fair 
to throw tho whole, or nearly the whole, 
burden of taking care of tho city patients 
on tho Hospital, struggling as it is under a 
load of debt. 

It is, without doubt, tho duty of tho Cor 
poration to provide hospital accommoda 
tion for those citizens that aro suffering 
from illnoss or bodily injuries, who cannot 
afford to pay for it themselves. Tho ques 
tion appearB to us to be whethor it is cheaper 
and more convenient for tho Corporation to 
provide that accommodation in an institu- 
tion of its own, or avail itself of tho excel- 
lent hospital within its reach. We aro 
quite sure that all thinking citizens wi 
conclude that it is in every way better to 
make use of the hospital already built and 
equipped than to build and equip one for 
tho exclusive use of the city. 

Admitting that it is tho duty of tho City 
to take care of its own sick, and that it ia 
more convenient as woll as more economical 
to avail itself of tho hospital already erected 
than to build one, arranging the terms on 
which the Jubilee hospital Bhall receive city 
patients, ought to bo a very Bimple pieco of 
business. If, instead of building a hospital 
for the city, the Corporation dotermino to 
assume the hospital debt, this aid could bo 
taken into calculation when tho terms aro 
being negotiated. The wholo question is a 
mere matter of business, and reaolvea itaelf 
into this question : How ia the city to heat 
perform a duty which is incumbent on it ? 
The sick and maimed must bo looked after. 
How can this best be done ? We think that 
tho business men of the Council will not 
tako long to come to a common senBo 
decision. 



THE NEW PREMIER. 

Lord Koscbery is ovidontly the choice of 
nearly tho whole Liberal party as tho proper 
person to Bucceed Mr. Gladatono in tho Pre- 
miership. Thia ia riot because ho ia a lord, 
though this consideration may have ita in- 
fluence with not a few. But Lord Rosebery 
ia chosen becauso ho is considered from 
almost every point of viow, tho best man 
available. Ho is a statesman of uncommon 
ability. Ha has appw ed himself a good 
adminiatrator in many positiona. Ho id the 
most democratio of aristocrats. He headed 
tho progroasivo party in tho County Council, 
and as its chairman did the city of London 
good service. Ho is a worker, and what hio 
hand finds to do ho does with all his might. 
As foroign Beerotary ho was moat popu- 
lar. He enjoyed tho confidence of men 
of all partios. It was boliovcd by 
the pooplo genorally that Britain's 
honor was Bafo in Lord Rosebery's keeping. 
And tho event proved that it was so. Ho 
was equal to over/ crisis with which ho had 
to deal. Ho was quiok to make up his 
mind and resolute in carrying out his plan 
of action. This was seen in tho case of 
Burmah and when ho had to deal with the 
bumptious young Khodivo. It is vory 
questionable if ho will be as useful to tho 
nation aa Prime Minister aa ho was as Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs. 

Tho opposition of tho extremo Radicals to 
Lord Rosebery seems to bo ulready dying 
out, Wo expeob in a day or two to learn that 
Labouchero himaolf has become completely 
reconciled to him and his policy. Tho Radi- 
cals found that if thoy did not fall into lino 
they would be in a moat unpleasant position. 
A Radicil " cave " would be a very lonely 
place indeed, and not altogether reputable, 



and the extremists are too few to form a 
party of their own, 

It seems that the Government will be re- 
organized without muoh trouble. Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt takes the aeoond place 
in the Minietry quite oontontedly— at least, 
to all appearanoe. He will be leader in the 
House of Commons, which ia a position 
that carries with it muoh power. It 
does not appear as yet that thero is to 
bo any new blood in the Cabinet. Rumor 
has it that Lord Roaehery haa already 
entered into negotiations with Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the Duke of Devonshire and other 
Liberal Unionists, but if the other rumor 
that Homo Rule is to bo the principal plank 
in tho reorganized Government's platform ia 
true, it iaexcoodingly improbable that thonew 
Premier has made any advances to tho Lib- 
eral Unionists. Their first condition would 
be that Lord Rosobory drop Home Rule for 
Ireland at once and forever. 

But when Lord Rosobory haB reconstruct- 
ed the Cabinet and drawn tho Gladstonians 
up in line under his leadership, his troubles 
will only have commenced. Tho dissolution 
must come Boonor or later, and in what con 
dition will ho bo to face tho country 1 It 
can hardly bo oxpected that ho will lead an 
attack againat tho Houbo of Lords, of which 
ho is a member, and continue to make war 
on it until it is abolished. Thie, previous to 
Mr. Gladstone's resignation, was said to bo 
tho policy of tho Liberal party. If Lord 
RoBebery goes to tho country on the isauo of 
Homo Rule for Ireland, ho will soon find out 
whether or not tho nation is in favor of dis- 
union. This would, perhaps, bo tho wisest 
thing to do. If the peoplo were given tho 
choico to docido on that iaauo alone, their 
decision, ono way or tho other, would settle 
tho matter, if not permanently at least for 
a good many years. 

THF BLAND BILL~ 

For tho edification of thoso who aro 
desirous of knowing exactly what tho 
Bland Bill, which pasaod tho Houlo of 
Representatives a few duys ago, moans, wo 
reproduce the following excellent exposition 
of it from tho New York Times : 

Tho bill iB bad in every possible way that 
so sincere and honest a man aa Mr. Bland 
can mako it. For while ho is sincere, ho ia 
radically and hopelessly wrong, and though 
he is honest, his bill requires the Govern- 
ment to do an act of tho grossest diahoneoty. 
It providoa in substance that the Treasury 
shall issue silver certificates for the value of 
the " seigniorage " of tho ailvor bullion 
purohaaed under tho ijhorman Act of 1890, 
that is to say, for the difference betwoen 
tho coat of that bullion and tho number of 
standard dollars thut could be coined from 
it. ThiB sum would bo a littlo less than 
§00,000,000. This is dishonest, becauso the 
silver, though purchased, has nover been 
paid for. It wob got on credit, and to tho 
sellorn of it were given Treasury 
notes of tho United States, payablo 
on demand, and these notes are now 
outstanding. Tho silver bullion is in tho 
Treasury as collateral for those notos. Even 
if tho Government should coin this silver 
and pay it out to creditors who were willing 
to rocoive it, it would not be a very honor- 
able course, for the people of tho country, 
already responsible for tho redomption of 
tho notes, would then bo responsible for tho 
maintenance of the coin at par, and tho coin 
would be about 140 per cent, in face value 
of the notoB. Tho silver bullion is a pos- 
sible, though not an available, asset. Tho 
silver coin would bo in effeot an obligation. 
As tho case now stands, tho people aro ro 
sponsible for somo $150,000,000 of notos, 
with some §120,000,000 of ailver (at present 
market price) on hand ogainat them. If tho 
silver wero turned into coin, tho peoplo, 
through taxation, would bo obliged to pro- 
vide for tho redemption of tho §150,000,000 
in notes, and for the maintenance at par of 
somo §120,000,000 in silver coin, or §300, 
000,000 in all. 

The iasuoof certificates on tho soigniornge 
iB still a more b prefaced swindle. Tho cer- 
tificates would be lies on their faco, for thoy 
would certify that certain standard silver 
dollars wero deposited in tho Treasury 
which are not in tho Treasury at all, and 
which cannot be got except by coining bul 
lion already devoted to tho payment of the 
notes. It ia worth while to expose the 
exact nature of this achemo until tho scheme 
ia abandoned. It ia true that it will never 
be carried out, because tho President will 
not permit it, but ao long aa it is pressed, 
and especially so long as a majority of the 
members of tho House are known to eup- 
port it, tho public should be kept constantly 
reminded of ita real character. Entire 
safety will not bo possible until public 
opinion bo sternly condemns all those de 
vices that thoy will cease to find a respect 
able number of Bupportora in Congresa, 

"ONWARD AND UPWARD." 

" Onward and Upward " is tho very sug- 
gestive titlo of a magazine edited by tho 
Counteaa of Abordeon. Ab wo turn over tho 
pagea of volumo threo, wo seo clearly 
enough that it iB not by any means a fash- 
ionable periodical, intended to furnish idle 
pooplo with tho means of killing time 
pleasantly. On tho contrary, it ia evidently 
written and compiled for tho uso of busy 
folk, young and old, who tuke lifo seriously, 
and who havo not muoh time to read for 
moro amusement. Wo do not wish by thia 
to iusinuato that " Onward and Upward " is 
dull or sad, for it ia not, Tho contents of 
each number aro variod, and admirably cal 
culated to instruct as woll as to ploase 
Thoro aro, in tho volumo boforo ua, fiction, 
poetry, biography, descriptions of foroign 
countries and strango peoples, papera on 
natural hiatory, and phyaiology, archaeology 
and pleasant littlo essays on houaohold mat 
tors, whioh must be most welcome to wivos 
and mothers and houaekeopers generally 

It is easy to imagiuo that tho CounteBB of 
Aberdeen's magazine ia warmly welcomed 
by tho household in which it is taken and 
that every word in it, from tho titlo pogo to 
tho laat paragraph, is road with eagerness 
and delight ; for thero ia BomcthiDg in it 
for each of ita mombere, for tho Marthaa of 
the familiea ob woll na the Marys. It ia in- 
deed pleaaout to seo that tho oditor has 
Martha continually in her mind's oyo. She 
wants her to bo a good deal moro and bot 
tor than a moro drudgo, and it is not diffi- 
cult to boo that alio thinks that attention to 
cooking and nursing and keeping tho 
bairns neat and tidy would not do Mary tho 
least harm. 

"Onward and Upward" is religious, 



but its religion is not of ' the 
siokly, "sentimental or tho gloomy sort. 
Study of the Bible ia encouraged and stim- 
ulated, and faithful performance of the 
daily duties of life, gently but peraiBtently 
insisted upon. Lady Aberdeen's lotters are 
repleto with sound common sense, and they 
contain advica on various subjects which 
the roaders of the magazine would do well 
to follow, 'The editorial artiolos — they are 
notoB," rather than artiolos — are bright 
and crisp, and woll suited, we should aay 
to tho class of roaders for whom thoy are 
intended. 

The magazine is the journal of the On 
ward and Upward Association, tho object 
of whioh is to endoavor " to holp the 
Women of the Country Onward and Up 
ward." It is greatly to bo hoped that the 
Asaooiation is mooting with a largo moaaure 
of aucoeas. Th->ro can be no doubt that 
one of the beat waya of mending the 
world, if nob the very beat way, is to 
mako its women bettor qualified than thoy 
are to perform their many and important 
duties. Aa it ia, the world owes an immense 
debt of gratitudo to its good women, and 
any institution or instrumentality that in 
creases tho number benefits tho whole 
human race. 

" Wee Willio Winkio" edited by Lady 
Marjorie Gordon and her mothoa is a moat 
suitable companion for " Onward and Up 
ward," It iB for the children, and, like a 
child's book ought to bo, it is full of piotures 
and atorica. It ia bright aDd thero is plenty 
of fun in it. Tho children in it are full of 
life, are as natural as tho youngsters play- 
ing under our window, and are amused and 
interested by tho samo things. Somo of tho 
pictures aro particularly good. Tho 
Counteaa uf Aberdeen's tfi'orts to holp tho 
women and tho little children deaorvo 
success.

B (From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 27.— The suggestions made 
by tlio Cannera' Association of British Co- 
lumbia, boards of trado and other bodieB 
with regard to the proposed new regula- 
tions for governing tho salmon fishery have 
been duly considered by the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. Sir C. H. Tuppor 
embodied them in a roport to council. The 
cabinet in ita turn roforred them to a sub- 
committee, and as a result of tho delibera- 
tions of that body it ia expected that tho 
following will bo the final draft : 

1. Fishing by means of nets or any other 
fishing apparatus whatever for any kind of 
fish without licenses from the Minister of 
Marino and Fisheries is prohibited in any 
of the waters of tho provinoe of British Co- 
lumbia ; 

(a) Provided always that Indians miy at 
any timo with tho permission of tho In- 
spector of Fisherios catoh fiah for tho pur- 
pose of providing food for themselves and 
thoir families, but for no other purpose, but 
no Indian shall spear, trap or pen fiah on 
their spawning grounds, nor 'catch them 
during tho close soaa'on, or in any place 
leased or set apart for tho natural or artifi- 
cial propagation of fish, or in any place 
otherwise specially reserved ; 

2. Nets for catching «' quinnat " or spring 
salmon in tho tidal waters of British Col- 
umbia shall only bo used from the 1st day 
of March to tho 15th day of Sonfombcr, 
both days inclusivo, and tho meshes of Buch 
uetB shall not ba loss than 7jf inches in ex- 
tension measurement, and nothing shall bo 
dono to praotically diminish tho Bize of 
meshos. 

3. The meshes of nets for catohing salmon, 
other than Quinnat or Spring salmon, in the 
tidal waters shall not ba lesB than inches 
in extension measurement, and shall only bo 
used between the let day of July and tho 
25th day of Auguat, both days inclusive, 
and bstween the 25th day of September and 
tho 31st day of Ootober, both days inclu- 
sive, in any year, and nothing shall ba done 
to practically diminish the sizo of tho 
meshos. 

4. No salmon shall be taken in any of tho 
watorB of British Columbia from tho 15th 
day of September to tho 25'.h day of Sep- 
tember, both dayB inclusive, nor from tho 
3lBt day of October to the last day of Feb 
ruary following, both days inclusive. 

5. No nets other than drift nets shall bo 
used for catching Balmon of any kind, and 
Buch drift nets shall only bo used in tidal 
waterB. 

G. No nets of any kind shall be uBed for 
catching any kind of Balmon in the inland 
lakes or in tho freth or non-tidal waters of 
riveLS or streams. But Indians may with 
tho permission of tho Inspector of Fisheries 
uso dip-neta for the purpose of providing 
food for themselves and thoir families, but 
for no other purposo ; 

7. Drift nets shall not bo used, so as to 
ot s ruct more than one-third of the width 
of any river or Btream, or any branch or 
channel thereof, and nets Bhull bo kept 
at least 250 yards apart ; 

8. No seines Bhull bo used within tbo dis 
tince of five hundred yards from any point 
in any direction whatever from an imagin- 
ary line drawn ao oss the mouth cf any 
river or Btream in British Columbia, and 
tho points between which tho Baid line shall 
ba fixed by the Inspector of Fisheries ; 

0. No ono shall fish for salmon from Sat- 
urday morning at bix o'olock uotil the fol- 
lowing Sunday afternoon at six o'clock. 
All other nets or other fishing gear Bet or 
used and all fiah caught during this period 
shall be deemed to be illegally used or 
caught, and Bhall ba liable to seizure and 
confiscation, and tho person or persons bo 
violating tho law shall be liable to the fines 
and penalties provided by the Fisheries act; 

10. Beforo any net or fishing boat or other 
fishing apparatus is used, tho owner or per- 
son interested in such net, fishing boat or 
fishing apparatus shall cause a memorandum 
in writing, sotting forth tha name of the 
owner or person interested, the length of 
tho not or boat, and the description and size 
of any fishing apparatus it is tha intention to 
use, and the place where it ia proposed to 
use the same, to be filed with the Inspector 
of Fisheries, and if no valid objection exists 
tho Inspector of Fisheries may, subject to 
such instructions bb he may receive from 
timo to time from the Miniator of Marino 
and FiBhories, issue a fishery license for. the 
same. Any net, fishing boat or fishing 
apparatus used before such licenso has been 
obtained, and any not, fishing boat or fish- 
ing apparatus used and not included in the 
description contained in such license, shall 
be deemed to bo illegal and liable to for- 
feiture, together with tho fiah caught there- 
in, and the owner or person using tho same 
shall also be subject to the fines and penal- 
ties provided by tho fisheries act. 

11. All nets and fishing boats shall bo 
numbered, and every boat shall havo its 
number and the name of ita owner painted 

"on it in a conspicuous manner, and overy 
net shall have tho name of its 
owner or owners, us woll aa the 
numbers legibly markod on buoys of wood 
or metal, painted whito and floating on the 
water, attached to each end of tho not, and 
euch nAmcs and numbers shall bo perma- 
nently kept on Buch nets and boata during 
tho fishing BeiiBon, and sholl bo so placed 
and kopt as to bo visiblo without taking up 
tho not or nets, and any net or fishing boat 
used without tuch marks shall bo liablo to 
forfeiture ; 

12 Each bona fida fithcrman, being an 
cotual resident of tho Province of Britteb. 
Columbia, shall bo entitled to obtain one 
licenBO to fish for salmon ; 

13. Euch firm, company, or person uctu 
uiiy uugngud iu Lho buaiueba u! freraliig niii 
exporting fresh salmon shall be entitled to 
obtain nut mure than seven licences ; 

14. Each firm, company or person 0' 
ally engaged in tho business of shipping or 
exporting fresh salmon on ico not frozen or 
canned, shall be entitled to obtiin not moro 
than seven licenses. 

15. Each firm, company or person actually 
engaged in cleultng In salmon for homo con- 
sumption, shall bo entitled to obtain not 
moro than seven licenses. 

16 Each firm, company or porson carry 
ing on tho business of salting, curing or 
Binoking salmon for tho domestic or foreign 
markets, shall bo entitled to obtain not more 
than seven licenses ; 

17. Each firm, company or person actu- 
ally onguged in canning salmon for tho 
domcstio or foreign markets, shall be en- 
titled to obtaiu not moro than twenty 
licenses. 

IS. Tho holder of every licenso shall, at 
tho end of each fishing aeaBOD, mako a true 
return of all fish caught under such liconse ; 

19. No licenso shall be granted to any 
company, firm or pereon unlcBB each mem- 



ber of 8uoh firm or oompany or such person 
is a Britiah subject, and auoh firm or oom- 
pany or person must be the aotual owners or 
proprietors of the business, nets, boats and 
Ashing gear for which the liconaea are 
granted ; and all salmon oaught for the pur- 
poee of being frozen, canned, salted, cured 
or smoked bhall be so frozen, canned, salted, 
oured or smoked in the Province of British 
Columbia. 

20 No liconse shall bo transferable under 
any circumstances unless the written con- 
sent of tha Minister of Marino and Fisher- 
ies has first been obtained. 

21. All licenses granted under sections 12, 
13, 14, 15, 16 and 17 shall be called a 
"Commercial" license, and no not to be 
used under suoh "Commercial" shall ex- 
oaed in length three hundred yards ; ond tho 
fee for auoh " Commercial " lioense shall be 
ten dollars ($10). 

23. Every settler or farmer aotually resid- 
ing on hia lands or with his family, being a 
British subject, Bhall ba entitlod to obtain 
one licenBO, by applying therefor to tho In- 
spector of Fisheries, and under suoh license 

ay fish in any of the waters of British 
Columbia, except in any prescribed limits 
at the mouth of rivers or streams, or 
during the close seasons, or in any plaee 
leased or sot apart for the natural or arti- 
ficial propagation of fish or in any other 
place otherwise apooially reserved. Such 
lloenses shall be oalled a "domostio" 
license. No net to bo used under 
any " dome=tio " lioense shall excoed 
three hundred yards in length. Tho meshes 
shall be of the, same size as those under 

commercial " licence, and auch nets shall 
on'y bo used for obtaining fish for tho uso 
of the owners' families, and not for sale, 
rrndu or barter. The fee for a " domestic " 
license Hhall bo one dollar ($1). 

23. No person shall ti-h tur, kill, buy or 
h ive in po-seKeiou In the Provincoof British 
C ilmnbia any youDg of tho salmon, suoh as 
fry, parr, smote or grilse, under three pounds 
iu weight, and if auy auch young aro caught 
by accident in nets or other fishing appara- 
tus, they shall ba liberated alivo at tho cost 
and ritk of tho owner of such not or ap- 
paratus. 

21. Holders of liconBes for using neta to 
catoh salmon trout and whitcfish in the 
lakes in the Province of British Columbia, 
may use gill nets, such neta not to exceed 
one thousand yards in length, with tho 
meshes not less than five inches oxtonsion 
measure. The feo for a license to catch 
salmon trout and whitefish shall bo five (§5) 
dollars. 

25. No ono shall fish for, catoh, buy, sell 
or possess in tho Province of British Col- 
umbia any aalmon trout or wbitefiBli from 
the 1st day of Ootober to tho 30th day of 
November, both days inclusive. 

26 No one shall fish for, catoh, kill, buy, 
sell or possess any brook trout of any kind, 
or Bpeckled trout between tho 15th day of 
October and the 15th day of Maroh, both 
days inclusive. But Indiana may at any 
time, catch auch trout for the purposo of 
providing food for themselves and their 
families, but for no other purpose. 

27 No one shali at any time fish for, catch 
or kill brook troun of any kind or speckled 
trout by other meanB than angling with 
hook and line, and this restriction shall ap- 
ply to Indians ; 

28. The use of firearms of any kind, ex- 
plosive materials, spears of any description 
or torch or other lights to kill fiah is pro- 
hibited in tho province of British Columbia. 

29. All materials, implements, neta, ap- 
pliances or gear of any kind used, and all 
fiah caught, taken, killed, bought, sold or 
possessed in violation of any of tho above 
regulations shall bo seized and confiscated, 
and any person or persons or company vio- 
liting any of tho above regulations shall 
incur the other penalties provided by the 
Fisheries Act ; 

30. The above regulations shall come into 
force on the first day of May, A.D., 189-1, 
and thereafter all former regulations relat 
ing to the fisheries in the provinco of Brit- 
ish Columbia ahall bo superseded and re 
pealed.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

THIRTIETH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 6, 1894. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Ven. Archdeacon Soriven. 

RETURN. 

Hon. Mr. "Vernon presented a return re- 
specting timber royalties. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Kitchen presented a petition against 
the Sumas dyking and drainage bill. 

Read and received. 

PHARMACY ACT. 

Mr Keith askod leave to introduce a bill 
to amend the pharmacy aot. 

Read a first time; second reading on 
Thursday. 

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

Hon. Mr. Turner introduced tho two 
bills below stated, which were read a first 
time and sot for second reading on Thurs- 
day : 

An aot for tho oncouragemenb of dairying. 
An act for the extermination of noxious 
weeds. 

REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

The house again went into committee on 
the redistribution bill, Mr. Croft in the 
chair. 

On soction 21, whioh provides that tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council may make 
any alterations or additions necessary to 
give effect to tho act, Hon. Mr. Boavon and 
Mr. Brown both rose to speak in objeotion. 
The chairman named tho leader of the oppo- 
sition, but Mr. Brown declared that ho had 
been on the floor "half an hour" before 
Mr. Boaven rose, and the latter thereupon 
sat down. Mr. Brown then moved to strike 
out several portions of tho clause to limit 
its application. Hon. Mr. Beavon, when 
his time came, suggested to strike out tho 
whole clause, as he considered that it 
opened tho door to dangerous abuse, by 
giving the executive power to mako or ro- 
peal laws. 

Hon. Mr Davie said it seemed a poor 
argument to uso, that tho oxocutive should 
not bo given authority becauso this might 
bo abusod. Ho pointed out tho neces- 
sity of such an enactment, to pro- 
vido aguinst tho contingency that any 
of the innumerable provisions that might 
bo found absolutely necessary had been 
overlooked, and to ensure that the effect in- 
tended should bo given with the aot. When 
in 1S90 a Ut moro drastic clauso for tho 
samo purpose was before tho house objootion 
was made to it on prec'sely similar grounds, 
but since it] adoption there bad not been 
even a suggestion that tho government had 
abused the powor given them. The clause 
in the act of 1S90 he had drafted without 
any particular precedent, but in the present 
instance he had had for a precedent the 
clause in the New South Wales act, which 
he had practically copied. 

Tho amendment was lost after further dis- 
cussion and tho clauso was agreed to. 

Tho committee reported the bill complete 
with amendments, Hon. Mr. Divie having 
Btated that csrtain suggested changes would 
bo dealt with on the motion to adopt tho 
report. 

THREE FORKS TOWNSITE, 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved tho second 
reading of tho bill to authorize tho crown 
grant of tho townsite of Three Forks. Ho 
explained the circumstances, whioh were 
that the two gentlemen mentioned in tho 
bill had taken up their residence on tho 
land in June 1892, and the two years' resi- 
dence required to entit'e them to their pre- 
emption title will bo up in Juno noxt. In 
the meantime, in consequence of tho land 
having become valuable as a townsite, a 
number of people have squatted upon the 
claim and have ereoted buildings of various 
kinds upon it, without being able to obtain 
titles, as tho pre-emptors' time is 
not yet up. In order to obviate 
the inconvenience now. felt, it was 
proposed to have an act passed to enablo 
tho crown grant to issue a few months earl- 
ier thin it could in the regular process, pro- 
vided the other requirements of tho land 
act havo been complied with. Ho stated 
that there had been some objections mado 
by other parties, but these had sinco boon 
withdrawn, and a largo petition had been 
presented in favor of the bill, as in the best 
interests of West Kootenay. * 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn opposed tho bill aB a 
proposition to make tho act less stringent 
for the speculator than for tho settlor. He 
thought the matter might bettor havo been 
dealt with in a private bill, so that tho pri- 
vate bills committee might have made an 
inquiry and ascertained facts which per- 
haps had been overlooked in moving the 
Becond reading. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho would thoroughly 
agreo with the leader "of tho opposition if 
only tho personB who bad pre-empted the 
land had to bo considered, but the interests 
of the people — noarly a hundred he be- 
lieved — who had squatted upon this land 
sinco it had unexpectedly become a centro, 
had to be also taken into consideration. 
One by one tho objections mado to this bill 
had been withdrawn, and the generol desire 
now appeared to bo that tho grant should 
issue. Personally tho bill waB distasteful 
to him, bin he thought that under the cir- 
cumstances it shculd bo passed, and ho did 
not think that any particular principle 
would be Invaded by so doing. 

Hon. Mr. BeAVEN pointed out that the 
pre-emptors had no right to pretend to part 
with any rii;hU with respect to it until the 
crown grant had issued, and therefore that 
the legislature had nothing to do with tho 
hundred people who had squatted thore. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said it was to atBiat 
tho people who had already built to got tho 
title to tho lots bo occupied, that tho bill 
was proposed. 

Mr. Semlin opposed tho bill, becauso ho 
considered it an unnecessary departure from 
tho land laws, and that the parties interest- 
ed should havo applied in tho regular way, 
with tho proper notice, for a private bill. 
He thought it much bettor to lot tho law 
take its course, 

Mr. Sword spoko to the samo effect, and 
moved in amendment that tho bill bo re- 
ferred for report to a select committeo, to 
consist of Messrs. Hunter, Eborts, Ander- 
son, Brown and Kitchen. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought it would bo 
littlo uso to rofor tho matter to a com- 
mitteo, but he moved tho adjournment of 
tho debate in ordor that tho petition on tho 
tubject might bo printed and distributed. 

Motion ugreed to. 

NAKUSr AND SLOOAN RAILWAY. 

Tho house wont into committee of tho 
■whole, Mr. Croft in tho chair, to consider 
tho messago of His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, with tho bill intitulod "An act 
respecting the Nakusp & Slocan railway," 
Hon. Mr. Davio first announcing that somo 
further papers, omitted by inadvertonco 
from tho return, would bo brought down as 
soon as printed. 

An explanation of tho bill was urged by 
the opposition, and Mr. Brown stated that 
ho knew nine-tenths of tho peoplo of tho 
country to bo opposed to the bill. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho did not soo how 
Mr. Brown oould havo possossod himself of 
this information, but oven if h ia 
correct, ho felt satisfiod that when 
the bill came to bo explained nine-tontha 



of the peoplo would be in Its favor, for it 
oould be shown to be a bill eminently in the 
interests of the country. He knew that 
the opposition had built great hopes upon 
this measure, aB upon seven or eight others 
which thoy had hopod to use as a meanB to 
embarrass the government; and when their 
efforts on the . redistribution bill failed they 
fell back upon this one. They were, how- 
ever, doomed to disappointment, as would 
become ovident when in the proper oourBe 
tho measure came to bo explained. He 
did not think that this was tho 
time to do so, for bb he 
had frequently contended tho proper 
plaoe to explain a bill is in 
tho houso rather than in committee— a sub- 
ordinate place, but ho asked tho committeo 
to report tho bill, so that it might bo placed 
upon tho orders of the day. Then, when it 
came up for second reading, he would enter 
upon a full explanation, which ho felt sure 
would provo satisfactory to tho house and 
to tho public. 

Aftor further disoussion the committee 
roBo and roported tho bill, whioh was road a 
first timo ; socond reading on Friday. 
scnooL ACT. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved the second read- 
ing of tho school bill. He pointed out that 
this provides that tho revenuo tax for the 
past year, instead of for the ourrent year, 
must bo paid to enable a man to vote for 
tho election of school truBteeB ; and alBO for 
tho removal of truBtcea in consequence of 
certain misdemeanors or other circum- 
stances. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven romarked that tho 
school aot requires very genoral amonding; 
in fact that it should bo wipod out and com- 
menced again. 

Bill road a aecond timo. 

GREAT WESTERN TELEGRAPH BILL. 

On consideration of tho report from com- 
mitteo of tho whole on tho Groat Western 
Telegraph bill, Mr. Eberts moved to striko 
out tho word "Nanaimo" in tho third lino 
and to insert in lieu thereof tho following 
words, "Viotoria to tho city of Nanaimo; 
thence." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven raised tho point of or- 
der that this amendment was in oxceBB of 
what was asked for in the petition for tho 
bill and to the statement in the preamble, 
which rofeircd only to a lino of cable to 
Nanaimo. 

Mr Eiserts hoped tho leader of the op- 
position would not insist upon his point of 
order, for ho thought tho people of Viotoria 
would bo very glud to Bee tho line extended 
to this place, whether or not this pirtioular 
motion had been quite rogularly movod. 

Tho Speaker romarkod that if not quito 
in order Buch motions had boen made for 
twonty-fivo years. 

Clauso as amended agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to amond sec- 
tion 20, lines 6 and 7, by striking out the 
words "exemption from taxation or other 
impost," holding it to bo impolitic to en- 
courage tho exemption of any enterprise of 
this kind from taxation, 

Mr. E iierts said he had no particular 
objection to the amondment, as the clauso 
was merely permissive. 

Clause as amended agreed to. 

Hon. Mr Beaven moved to amend sec- 
tion 21, lines 1 and 2, by striking out tho 
words " municipal or otherwise," and in- 
serting " other than a municipal corpora- 
tion." Tho clauao permits the giving of 
grants of land. 

At 6 o'clock tho Speaker loft the chair. 

After Itcccss. 

The houso resumed tho discussion of Hon. 
Mr. Beavcn'a amendment to tho Great 
Western Telegraph bill, and the amendment 
being put was lot. The report on the bill 
was then adopted. 

B 0. SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Smith moved the adoption of tho 
report from committee on tho B. C. South- 
ern railway bill. Report adopted. 

CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

The house resumed the adjourned debits 
on tho motion for tho second reading of tho 
Cariboo railway bill (Dr. Watl). 

Mr Stoddart objected to tho route 
which ho believed tho company intended to 
adopt, and by which they would be enter- 
ing tho district of (.Jariboo through tho back 
door. Ho thought if the house extended 
any further tlio charter bo long hold for 
this road without anything practical being 
dono it should havo Bomethirg to siy about 
the route. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven raised tho point cf 
ordor that this bill proposed to tako a land 
grant from ono company and confer it on 
another — something which could only bo 
dono through the orown. It pretended to 
confer on the new company a land grant 
which had lapsed — to revive tho grant, 
which could only bs dono on a message 
from tho Lieutenant-Governor. 

Dr. Watt explained that thero waa no 
change in tho company except in tho name, 
so that ho thought tho point of order not 
well taken. 

The Speaker said ib appeared to him 
that tho bill was in order and had been 
brought in in tho proper way. Thero 
might bo tho question, however, whether 
tho company could onjoy these privileges, 
said to havo lapsed, without a further grant 
from tho crown ; but tho govornmont might 
propose to deal with this matter later in tho 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that whatever 
lights tho Ashcroft & Cariboo railway com- 
pany may havo could certainly bo trans- 
ferred by them to another company without 
tho consent of the crown, just tho samo as 
a leaso might bo transferred. 

Mr. Grant thought the change in route 
proposed was so radical that it ought to ro- 
quiro tho consent of tho Crown. 

In the further discuaaion Hon. Mr. Beaven 
and others contonded that tho lund grant 
and charter of the formor company — tho 
Cariboo and Ashcroft railway company — 
had lapsed from tho fact that construction 
had notcommencod by April, 189.'), and that 
thia bill could not confer upon tho now 
compauy rights which had lapsed. Hon, 
Mr. Divio in reply showed that this 
bill would givo tho new company 
corporato rights, and if it oould not 
give certain other privileges which had 
lapsed, why the. nompany would simply not 
havo thorn without further legislation. 

Bill road a second timo ; to bo committod 
on Thursday. 

RAILWAY AND LIGHT COMPANY. 

Mr. Borne moved tho second roading of 
tho Coniolidated olootrio railway and light 
company bill, which ho briefly explained to 
be for tho purposo of consolidating tho two 
companies operating in Vancouver and Now 
Westminster. 

Mr, Martin said ho had benn informed 
that thia bill in clauso 6 provided 
for what would bo a grave injustice to share- 
holders in ono of tho companies, who had 
not had an opportunity of being heard bo- 
foro tho private bills committee, on account 
of the misleading titlo of tho bill, which pro- 
vontod thorn from obeorving that their 
proporty was affected. Ho moved that tho 
bill bo road a socond time six months honce. 

Mr Brown said ho also had somo objec- 
tions against tho bill, whioh proposed to 
transfor exceptional privilogoa, whioh it was 
not intendod should be conferred upon an 
outBldo oompany.

There was a good attendance of ratepayers 
at the meeting in tho City Hall last evening 
to disousa tho Delta railway project. 

Alderman Munn having been voted to tho 
chair, explained tho object of the meeting, 
which was better, quiokor and ohoap 
transportation between Island and Main- 
land, without which all natural advantages 
would bo useless to any place. 

Mr. Haughton, who was oallod upon to 
address tho meoting, eaid that ho had not 
expeotod to bo tho first speaker, but would 
rather have hoard others who might prob- 
ably bo better posted on thosubjoct. How- 
over, as every dollar ho had was invested 
horo, ho was probably as muah interested as 
those who had ten times as much. Ho re- 
membered reading when ho first camo hero 
of tho promise of a railroad to connect us 
with Montieil, but wo woro cheated out of 
our r»i wiy as far aa tho Island is concerned 
aod it ren ainud to be seen whether Biidh a 
state of thu gi should last. In reviowing 
lh« evolution of transportation, ho 
Ht'.l it. cou il ho icon what the 
ih; C. V R bud done in ouiabliBhing euoh u 
city us Vancouver in i-o short a. time. Then 
thurcw.u tho I-ilaud railroad, which had 
dime soma gr. d ; but, the citzma cf Victoria 
had a scheme before them to night that gave 
promiso of something hotter. They hud a 
proposition from tho peoplo of tho lower 
and upper Fraeer aEking for tho support of 
Victoria, and, looking at present means of 
communication, a man oould not got down 
and back from Chilliwack under a week or 
from Westiuiuoter at least two or three 
days, but with the proposition now boforo 
tho meoting a man could do that in a day. 
An objection might be mado to this that it 
took away the money such a man would 
spend in stopping over here, but tho samo 
objection was raised against tho introduc- 
tion of railways in England, and that it 
would ruin thoso whoso money was invested 
in the stago coichos. They had a pionoer 
steamship company that had done grand 
service for Victoria. If he understood 
rightly, that company was opposed 
to the scheme ; but, if so, it 
was very foolish, for a city must 
stand beforo companies. Ho must 
give tho company credit for what it had 
done, but he bolioved it would do far greater 
business with the proposed ferry running. 
Ai to the Sidney railway, was it over ex- 
pected that from here to Sidney was to be 
tho length of the railway ? If that was the 
idoa, then tho idea was small — if tho roud 
was not expected to tap the mainland and 
make Victoria tho trading poat it ought to 
be fiom its materiul advantages, he was 
very much mistaken. To day, if 5 man 
B'isheo anything from Vancouver and is up 
-»«« tFraser, Bay at Westminster, 'ho can 
telephone ad his fi°°da aro op {hero tho 
samo day, but he h:" t° waut a couple u, 
days for goods from Victoria. Is not it to 
be expected that Victoria will gain under 
the circumstances. Almost every othor 
company, with tho exception of the C.P.N, 
and H. B. Co., had asked for a bonus, but 
this company only asked the endcrsation 
of tho peoplo of Victoria, and in view of the 
returns offered would it not bo wieo 
to give it that moral Eupport. As to the 
obj jction that this scheme would interfere 
with the Canada Western, ho would nay 
t*iere waa room for ten lines. Finuncial 
stringency had prevented the floating of 
that ent.-rpriae, but things did not look any 
brighter to-day than they did last year, and 
ho would adviso taking a bird in tho hand. 
Ho was in favor of letting this meeting bring 
to bear on the legislature the feeling that 
this meeting wanted this railway, and desir- 
ed the government to givo it that Bupport 
which it is giving to others, and which, to 
the province, may not bo as good as this 
road would. 

Aid. Dwyer was a littlo surprised at being 
called on, but said he was heart and soul in 
this matter. Ho believed tho railway would 
bo a great convenience to tho upper Fraaer 
country and Victoria, and indirectly to the 
province, Some had said that the 
r-'il'vay would not pay ; that tho 
forry was too long; but after all 
it was only a ferry that we have now, 
aud if tho time was shortened ho thought it 
would increaso traili.i fifty per cent. He 
was not in a position to say that tho scheme 
would bo a detriment to other companies, 
but he bolioved all would bo bettor _ off in 
tho end. If this railway were carried out 
successfully tho city and government would, 
in his opinion, be relieved of paying tho in- 
terest on tho Victoria & Sidney bonds. He 
thought tho government should ussiet this 
railway aa it would not only make Victoria 
tho terminus of a transcontinental road, but 
would bonefit tho wholo province. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson was rather surprised at 
Mr. Haughtm. Had ho hoard that tho 
people of Westminster asked for a bridgo 
and wanted a guuranteo ? This was not the 
first railway acbeme between tho mainland 
and tho island that had been projected. 
He roforred to tho Victoria, Saanieh & Now 
Westminster railway, and detailed tho his- 
tory of that company and its troubles in tho 
oourts. Had that road received justice it 
would now bo in running order. Tho 
thou Government wero asked to aBsist that 
road, but did not do so; would not even 
givo or sell terminal facilities on Lulu 
Island, although shortly after its refusal, a 
deputation from Westminster camo down 
and got the wholo thing. As to the V. & 
S. railway, ho did not know who composed 
tho company. Ho believed that the city 
paid tho first instalment of interest before 
anything was done on tho road. Hd did not 
think tho present proposition would end in 
asking merely moral support. Tho Saanioh 
and Now Westminster road promised a ser- 
vice that would make tho timo thrco hours 
to Vancouver or Blaine, and only two and 
a half hours to Westminster. This was said 
to bo an utter impossibility, but now i 
obangohad como ovor the Btate of 'affairs 
Ho thought whoever called this meeting 
should be prepared to lay before it intelli- 
gently what wag wanted. Ho might say 
thut ho thought the Government and Oily 
would think woll beforo they givo any fur 
ther subsidy, and theroforo would Bay to 
people "bo very cautious how you vote 
and what yon vole for." 
Ex-Aid. Holland moved : — 
" Whereas tho building of tho Delta, 
Now Westminster & Eastern railway, aleo 
tho bridging of tho Eraser, so that by tho 
construction of both we may huvo close 
connection with tho valloy of tho Eraser 
and Now WcBtminBtor city, as woll aa 
affording us an Biatern connection with two 
or more Eastern railways, is of the utmost 
importance to Victoria and tho Province in 
general ; therefore bo it resolved that the 
Provincial Government be requested to lend 
every posaiblo aid to onBuro the immediate 
construction of the road, as well as the 



bridgo, upon tho lines aB suggested by the 
delegation from the Eraser valley." 

Aid. Munn explained that when the mat- 
tor of the Viotorio and Sidney roud was first 
proposed, ho was asked to introduce a by- 
law to assist it, end ho answered that 
another company had rccoivod a guarantee, 
but if that cnmpaLy would carry out its 
ohj=ct it WU3 all the city could stand. 
After it was U'-ged that the latter company 
would do nothing, he consented to intro- 
duce! tho by-law on condition that tho 
'armor omip iny's guarantee be repealed and 
tliat no Chinese bo employed. Ho aKvays 
understood the intention wub to make this 
connection. The government was then led 
by Hon. Mr. Robson, and ho know person- 
ally that Mr. Robeou was anxious that tho 
line on the mainland should bo mado by tho 
timo the line on the island was completed. 
Now the road haa been built and tho main- 
land ask that tho c mnection bo assisted. 
The answer tho Premier had given to tho 
deputation resulted io tho endorsement by 
different municipal bodies of this eoheme, 
thus showing that the promoters had re- 
ceived aomo encouragement. If it is made 
eaBy for tho people of tho mainland to reach 
Victoria it would bo more pleasant and 
profitable for all concerned 

Mr. Haughton seconded the resolution, 
and answered Mr. Wilson's remarks. He 
did not believe that Victoria should Btand 
still for Amor do Cosmos or Mr. Wilson, 
and if we had to depend on men like do 
Cosmos Victoria had bettor shut up shop 
and leave. 

Mr. Wilson retorted that if Mr. Haugh- 
ton hud done tho 100' h part aB much for 
Victoria and British Columbia, ho would not 
siy what ho had. ("Rats.") 

Mr, WilBon— Ah, you green-horns may 

rats"; but let mo tell you who, snake- 
like, hiss, that Mr. do Cosmos is what, per- 
haps, somo of you aro not— nn honest man. 

Mr. N. Shukeapearo aeked what " tho 
lines suggested by tho delegation" aro? 

Tho Chuirman could not give tho informa- 
tion specifically, but Mr. Holland explained 
the demand that had been made on tho 
government for a guarantee 

Frequent calls for Mayor Hoy, of West- 
minster, who was eaid to bo present, wero 
fruitless, and Mr. Marohant echoed Mr. 
Shakespeare's question. He did not believe 
in vo- ing f >r a cat in tho bag, and it waB 
his opinion that in voting for tho Viotoria 
& Sidney railway, a short timo ago, tho 
poople had been blessed with sublime faith, 
it was a question whether it was wieo for 
any city or government to give an open 
guarantee, and all hough tho city had been 
called on to pay tho interest on tho Victoria 
& Sidney, ho would not say it was a bad 
thing; on tho contrary, and the flame with 
the Delta. He referred to tho argument, 
which was a fair one, put forward 
by tho President of tho C. P. N., that tho 
city should not bonus a company that would 
become a factor of competition with an 
orguniz ition that had started unassisted by 
any bonus. If the road wero a good thing 
for tbe community, why should not tho 
community undertake to build it, and so 
let tho Provinco reap the b:nefit arising 
from it? Mr. Marohant went into tho 
question of Government rallroadj, which if 
properly managed paid, and if that was tho 
caso in other pluecs, why not in this ? He 
would movo that tho clause referring to tho 
" lines suggested " bo Btruck out. 

Mr. Holland accepted this amendment, 
aud the amendment was carried, after which 
tho resolution as amended was passod, and 
the meeting adjourned.

Motion agreed to. 

HALL MINES HILL. 

Mil. EliEllTS moved tho second reading of 
tho bill to authorizj tho building of tram- 
way from the Hall mines to the Kootenay 
river. Ha explained that the tramway was 
intended to be on tho gravitation 
principle, to take tho ore from what 
is known aa tho Silver King mino, to 
the river, where there were to ba concen- 
trating works which would bo of great im- 
portance to the town of Nelson. Ho point- 
ed out that the expropriation powers aaked 
for related only to land required for the 
purposes of tho company, and wero to bo 
oxercised in the regidar way, through arbi- 
trators, Tho water powers aaked for were 
alao in connection with tho necess lry works 
of tho mines and to be enjoyed only under 
tho supervision of tho Chief Commiaoioner 
of Linus and. Works. 

Mr. BROWN took exception to granting 
authority as proposed to expropriate lund 
for Bites for power bouses or for smelting 
works or other purposes of tuch character, 
although in this particular instance he did 
not know that it would make much differ- 
ence. 

Hon. Mr Davie said there did appear to 
bo aomo unusual provisions in this bill. Ho 
failed to boo why tho company if they 
wished a Bito for amelting works should not 
purchaue tho land required in the ordinary 
way, without boiug granted tho right to 
expropriate. Ho liked to encourage capi- 
tal when it o»me into tho country, but he 
thought tho promoters of this bill wero uek- 
ing too much, with comparatively littlo ad- 
vantage to themselves. He would not op- 
poso tho second reading of tho bill, but 
when it camo to bo considered in committee 
would ask to havo tho clause objected to 
struck out. 

Mr. Grant concurred in tho objection to 
tho power of expropriation for amelting 
works purposes. 

Bill reacl a eecoud timo ; to bo commit- 
teod at next sitting. 

VICTORIA ELECTRIC RAILWAY HILL. 

Mr. Anderson moved the aocond road- 
ing of tho Victoria electric railway and 
light company's bill. Tho object of the 
meaeure, he stated, was to chango thonamo 
to tho above from tho "National elcctrio 
railway and lighting company," aud to in- 
oronao tho usefulness of tho company by 
giving it authority to carry mailo- and 
freight. Ho pointed out that tho latter 
privilego is conferred upon tho elcotric 
railway companies of Vancouver, of To- 
ronto, Ottawu, St. Catharines and many 
places in the E-ist. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven called attontion to 
section ".'! of tho I ill, which proposes] to 
exempt certain properly of the company 
from iaxation for four years frooi the pas- 
sage of the act ; und ho called attention to 
page 70 of tho Speaker's decisions, whoro 
Mr. Speaker Higgins ruled that under sec- 
tion 5-1 of the B. N A. net tho afsent of tho 
Croivu is required. He pointed out that 
thin proposed exemption from provincial us 
well as municipal taxation. 

The Speaker said ho thought the third 
reading of tho bill would bo the propor time 
to take tho exception ; ho would havo men- 
tioned the matter himself at that etago if 
no ono elso had brought it up. 

Bill read a secoad timo ; to bo committed 
at next" sitting. 

OIIILLIWACK DRAINAGE BILL. 

Mn. Kitchen movod tho second reading 
of a bill respecting certain public works in 
the township of Chilliwack. Ho explainorl 
that tho corporation h/id raised 813.000 on

court had decided was invalid, so that they 
could not collect the rato imposed by it. The 
only remedy appeared to bo to aak the house 
to validato tho by-law. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN objected that tho by- 
law should be printed with the bill if tho 
honso waa to be asked to validate it. 

The Si'EAker said he thought this should 
certainly be done. Ho Buggeated that to 
enable tho by-law to be ao printed the mem- 
ber should movo for tho discharge of the 
order for tho second roading ; othorwise ho 
would havo to rule out the bill. 

Mr Kitchen suggested the adjournment 
of the debate so that the matter might be 
looked into, 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid ho certainly 
thought tho house waa entitled to further 
information not only as to tho effect of this 
by-law but aB to whether or not it ought to 
be validated. The preamblo seemed to givo 
some forcible reasons why tho house should 
refuso tho eocond reading and it woa eure'y 
tho duty of tho member moving it to show 
how tho decision of tho court was wrong, 
upon what ground tho county court ruled 
atrainBt tho by-law, and why the legialaiuro 
should bo asked to givo effect to the by-lv.v 
in tho face of this decision. 

Mr. Kitchen, in reply, stated in the act 
of 1891 there was a very indefinite clauae, 
which has been replaced by section 278 of 
tho present municipal act. This cloiioe re- 
lated to the advertising of tho by-law and 
tho timo which must elapse between this 
and tho timo of paasing. Though as 
reevo of the municipality he hud 
taken legal advico and bton informed 
that the by-law waa valid, notwithstanding 
that it Boemcd as if this clauso had not 
been compliod with, the county court had 
decided against it, and from this decision 
there was no appeal. They had since in- 
stituted a suit in the Supremo court, but 
from ono causo ond another had not yet 
been ablo to havo their suit brought 
to trial. They theroforo thought it best not 
to lot the session of the legislature pass 
without asking for rolief. 

Mr. Brown thought that aa tho by-law 
waa designated in tho bill by its number 
(18), and was duly advortisod in tho official 
gezetto, where it could bo roforred to, it 
seemed a hardship to defer thia bill to have 
it reprinted. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it appeared that 
this is a long by-law and would cost a 
good deal to prin^. Ho therefore Bug- 
gested that the bill should mako reference 
to tho pluco in tho British Columbia Ga- 
zotta whero tho by-law is to bo found, 
and that the bouse should accept UiIb in 
lieu of tho bill itself. 

Mil. Kiiehts spoko to the Bame effect. 

Hon. Mr. VERNON said ho was inclined 
to agreo with the leader of the opposition 
and that if tho houso woro to validate tho 
by law it should be attached to tho bill and 
appear in tho Btatules. It seemed to him 
that tho houso ought to havo as well tho 
opinion of tho judge, who is said to havo 
stated that the dufoct in the by-law iB only 
a technical ono. 

Mr. Punch moved tho adjournment of 
the debate, which was accordingly adjourned 
until Thursday.

Mr Hunter movod tho second reading of 
tho bill relating to tho Kaalo-SIocan rail- 
way, to authorize its cc.uotruat.ion as 
a narrow gauge road in pluco of 
aa originally intended. Ho explained 
that tho eaviDg in coBt of construction 
would be. thirty per osut, a very im- 
portant consideration in theso hard 
times. On account of tho stringency 
of tho money market tho company 
had found it impossible to carry out 
tho original proposition, though u good deal 
of work had been done. Ho had heard it. 
mentioned thut tho government intended to 
givo Bomo substantial aid to the company, 
and ho only hoped this was truo. 

Hon. Mr Davie remarked that ho sup- 
posed the hon. gentleman was only joking 
when ho spoko of the material aid which ho 
said ho heard tho government intonded to 
givo.

A BY-LAW 

For raising tho Bum of §55,000 for lighting 
purposes. 

Whereas, Tho prosent lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria is ioBufiloiont, it ia expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct nnd oporato 
works for supplying tho Inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with elec- 
tric light, and for that purposo to ralso, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of the said city, tho sum 
of ?55,000 ; 

And Wiierkas, It wi'l requiro tho sum of 
§2.835.38 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
paymont of such now debt and Interest ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last revised asaossmont roll for tho year 
1803, la 918,511,112 ; 

And Whereas, It will requite an nnnual 
r*toof 16-100 of one mill In tho dollar for payiDg 
tho now debt and intorest ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or porson?, body or bodies corpo- 
rate who may bo willing to advancj tho eamo 
aa a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in tho 
wholo tho sum of §55,000 currency (or ttorling 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cauBO all such suma so 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho object horeinboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall b3 lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo any numborof debentures to bo made, 
oxocuted and issued for Buch sums as may bo 
required, not oxcoedirg, however, tho sum of 
$55,C00 oithor in currency (or sterling money 
at tho rato of 1 803 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) aB may bo required, each of the said 
dobontureB being of tho amount of §1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforosaid, and 
all such dobontures shall bo sealed with tho 
Eoal of tho Corporation ar.d signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

See. 3. Tho aaid debentures shall boar dato 
tho l6t day of May, 1821, and shall bo mado 
payablo in fifty yoars from tho said date at 
such placo oithor In Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho paymont of 
Intorost, and tho signatures to tho interest 
coupons may bo either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographod. 

See. 1. The said debentures shall boar intor- 
cat at tho rato of 1J per cent, por annum from 
tho dato thoroof, which interest shall be pay- 
ablo half -yearly at such plac?, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo expressed in 
tho dobontures and coupons. 

Seo. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said dobontures and tho interest 
coupons, oithor or both, to bo mado payablo at 
suoh placo, oithor in Great Britain, tho United 
StateB, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may be 
desired. 

Sec. 6. For th9 purpo30 of raising annually a 
certain apocinc sum for tho paymont of tho in- 
terost on tho sild dobontures during their cur- 
rency, thero shall ba raljed annually the sum 
of §2,175, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually n certain spociflo sum for the pay.
